13. SUN'S ED WU (IN HK) NOTES PRC POLITICAL CAMPAIGN TAKING 
NEW TURN. LATEST DEVELOPMENT IS APPEARANCE OF PEKING 
WALL POSTERS OPENLY CRITICIZING CITY'S REVOLUTIONARY 
COMMITTEE AND POLITBURO MEMBER; PREVIOUS RESTRICTIONS 
AGAINST FOREIGN DIPLOMATS AND NEWSMEN VIEWING AND 
PHOTOGRAPHING POSTERS ALSO REMOVED. RECALLS THAT WHEN 
CAMPAIGN WAS LAUNCHED IN JAN, DECLARED AIM WAS TO CRITICIZE 
LIN PIAO AND CONFUCIUS. CAMPAIGN UNFOLDED WITH FURY 
REMINISCENT OF GPCR, BUT RESTRAINTS WERE IMPOSED FROM 
ABOVE TO AVOID REPETITION OF SOME GPCR EXCESSES NOW 
ATTRIBUTED TO CLASS ENEMIES. MASSES WERE ORDERED TO 
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REFRAIN FROM CRITICIZING READERS BY NAME AND POSTERS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WENT UP. INITIALLY, POSTERS DEALT WITH REPUDIATING 
PERNICIOUS INFLUENCE OF LIN AND CONFUCIUS. THEN NEW 
ELEMENT OF CRITICISM ENTERED. PEOPLE THOUGHT TO BE COOL 
TOWARD CAMPAIGN ALSO WERE CRITICIZED. IN MANY CASES 
CRITICISMS WERE TRACED BACK TO GPCR YEARS FOR SETTLING 
OLD SCORES. TAKING ADVANTAGE OF APPARENT CONFUSION OVER 
LIN'S GPCR ROLE (HIS PREVIOUS ULTRA-LEFT ROLE IS NOW 
TERMED ULTRA RIGHT), "REBEL" FACTION MEMBERS WHO LOST 
IN THEIR CONTEST WITH RIVAL GROUPS IN LATE 1960S ARE NOW 
MOST VOCAL. THEY HAVE VERBALLY ATTACKED FACTORY MANAGERS, 

PARTY OFFICIALS, MIL COMMANDERS, PROVINCE CHIEFS AND 
TWO POLITBURO MEMBERS LI TEH-SHENG AND HUA KUO-FENG. 

POSTERS CRITICIZING PEKING REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEE ALSO 
INDICATE FACTIONAL STRIFE. 

POSTER CRITICISM BY NAME PERMITTED IN OPEN, BUT MOST 
CRITICIZED OFFICIALS DO NOT APPEAR AFFECTED. ACCORDING 
WESTERN NEWS AGENCY REPORTS FROM PEKING, THEY ARE STILL 
CARRYING ON DUTIES AS USUAL. QUOTING CHINESE SOURCES 
IN CAPITAL, THESE REPORTS SAY IT IS WRONG TO COMPARE 
PRESENT STAGE OF CAMPAIGN WITH EARLY PHASES OF GPCR, 

WHEN MASS CRITICISM ACCOMPANIED WHOLESALE SUSPENSION 
OF PARTY AND ADMIN OFFICIALS. OFFICIAL CHINESE MEDIA 
ALWAYS HAVE MAINTAINED THAT PRESENT CAMPAIGN IS 
CONTINUATION OF CULTURAL REVOLUTION, NOT SEPARATE MOVEMENT. 
MEDIA ALSO PERSISTENTLY WARNED AGAINST BOURGEOIS 
FACTIONALISM - EVIDENCE THAT FACTIONAL RIVALRY HAS 
NOT BEEN ERADICATED. 

14. STANLEY KARNOW REVIEWS DOAK BARNETT'S "UNCERTAIN 
PASSAGE: CHINA'S TRANSITION TO THE POST-MAO ERA" 

(WP). SAYS BOOK OFFERS NO DRAMATIC FORECASTS, BUT 
PRESENTS RANGE OF PLAUSIBLE FUTURES. CITES BARNETT 
AS SAYING REALITY OF MOMENT IS THAT CHINA IS 
MANAGED BY GROUP OF VERY OLD MEN, AND IS ABOUT TO 
ENTER TRANSITIONAL PHASE AS THEY DIE. IF CIVILIAN 
CCP APPARATUS CONTINUES TO ASSERT ITSELF. AS IT HAS 
IN RATHER ZIGAGGING FASHION SINCE END OF GPCR, 

TRANSITION COULD BE RATHER SMOOTH. BUT BARNETT 
SUGGESTS THAT VIOLENT DOMESTIC STRUGGLE FOR POWER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MAY PROMPT ARMY TO PLAY MORE DOMINANT ROLE, AS IT DID 
WHEN SITUATION GOT OUT OF HAND 6 OR 7 YEARS AGO. 

BARNETT SUBMITS IT ALSO POSSIBLE THAT CONFLICTS OVER 
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ECON DEVELOPMENT MAY ARISE. THERE ARE THOSE WHO 
WILL ADVOCATE GREATER EMPHASIS ON TECHNOLOGY AND 
EXPERTISE, AND, IF RECENT HISTORY IS ANY GUIDE, THEY 
WILL BE OPPOSED BY GROUPS PARTIAL TO STRONGER FOCUS 
ON COLLECTIVISM AND REDUCTION OF MATERIAL INCENTIVES. 

UNTIL NOW CHINESE HAVE NOT DISPLAYED TALENT FOR 
COMPROMISE. BUT. IN FACE OF LIMITED RESOURCES AND 
GALLOPING POPULATION GROWTH, THEY MAY FIND THEY 
CANNOT AFFORD KIND OF EPISODES THAT HAVE SO FAR 
CATAPULTED THEM INTO INTERNAL UPHEAVALS. 

BIGGEST THREAT WOULD BE WAR WITH USSR. KARNOW AGREES 

WITH BARNETT THAT THERE IS LITTLE REASON TO BELIEVE 
AT PRESENT SUCH ERUPTION IS INEVITABLE OR EVEN LIKELY. 

BUT BARNETT ESTIMATES DANGER WILL PROBABLY BE AT ITS 
HEIGHT DURING SUCCESSION TO MAO. BARNETT RECOMMENDS 
US DO ITS UTMOST TO AVOID EXACERBATING SINO-RUSSIAN 
TENSIONS. AND, FOR SAKE OF ITS OWN TIES WITH CHINA, 

IT OUGHT TO STRESS ITS DETERMINATION TO MAINTAIN GOOD 
RELATIONS WITH WHICHEVER GROUP EMERGES IN PEKING. 

JAPAN 

15. CSM'S POND IN TOKYO REPORTS JAPAN GOING TO LOS 
CONFERENCE PREFERRING STATUS QUO BUT WILLING TO 
COMPROMISE WITH DEMANDS OF COASTAL DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 
SAYS AS ISLAND NATION DEPENDENT ON IMPORTS OF OIL AND 
FOOD OVER OPEN SHIPPING LANES, JAPAN WOULD LIKE TO SEE 
TERRITORIAL WATERS HELD DOWN TO PRESENT 3-MILE LIIT 
INSTEAD OF INCREASED TO 12 MILES - WITH NATIONALIZING 
OF SOME 1 15 INTERNATIONAL STRAITS THIS WOULD ENTAIL. 

JAPAN WOULD ALSO LIKE TO PREVENT ACCEPTANCE OF IDEA 
OF EXCLUSIVE ECON CONTROL BY COASTAL STATE OF SEA 
AND SEABED RESOURCES UP TO 200 MILES OFFSHORE. 

HOWEVER, JAPAN SEES TIDE OF INTERNATIONAL OPNION HAS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RUN TOWARD 12-MILE TERRITORIAL LIMIT AND 200-MILE ECON 
LIMIT. EVEN US AND USSR ARE PREPARED TO ACCEDE TO THESE 
LIMITS IN SOME FORM, AND JAPAN DOES NOT WANT TO BE 
"ISOLATED' 1 IN WORLD. 

JAPAN WILL TRY TO PRESERVE AS MUCH ACCESS TO SEA AS IT 
CAN UNDER 12-AND 200-MILE EXPANSIONS. SO FAR AS 
NAVIGATION OF STRAITS IS CONCERNED, JAPAN HAS NOT 
YET DEFINED ITS POSITION IN PUBLIC. WITH NO NAVY OF 
ITS OWN OUTSIDE COASTAL WATERS, JAPAN COULD BE SATISFIED 
WITH RIGHTS OF INNOCENT PASSAGE THAT WOULD EXCLUDE NAVAL 
VESSELS BUT WOULD ALLOW JAPAN'S OIL TANKERS AND OTHER 
CARGO BOATS TO CONTINUE USING MALACCA AND LOMBOK TRAITS. 
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EXCLUSION OF US NAVAL VESSELS FROM STRAITS UNDER 24 MILES 
WIDE COULD CRAMP US NAVY IN ANY DEFENSE OF JAPAN, HOWEVER. 

IN FISHING, JAPAN WILL TRY TO INCREASE ITS OWN COASTAL 
FISHING AND WILL ALSO SEEK SPECIAL ACCESS TO ANY ECON 
ZONES THAT MAY BE AGREED IN CARACAS. JAPANESE OFFICIALS 
ESTIMATE THAT ADOPTION OF 200-MILE ECON ZONE WOULD 
REDUCE JAPAN'S ANNUAL FISH CATCH OF MORE THAN 10 MILLION 
TONS BY 40 PERCENT. 

IN DEVELOPMENT OF SEABED RESOURCES, JAPAN WOULD LIKE TO 
WORK COOPERATIVELY, PROVIDING EQUIPMENT AND KNOW-HOW

EXPERTS THAT CONTRADICTION BETWEEN ENERGY AND ENVIRONMENT, 

RESOURCES AND GROWTH, CANNOT BE SOLVED IN PURELY 

NATIONAL OR EVEN BILATERAL CONTEXT, AND THAT LIP 

SERVICE TO INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION MUST BE MADE 
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CONCRETE AND SPECIFIC - OTHERWISE PRODUCERS AND 
CONSUMERS ARE LIKELY TO SINK TOGETHER. QUOTES MITSUI 
MANAGING DIRECTOR MACHIDA THAT, "IT'S ALREADY OUT 
OF DATE FOR A COMPANY EMPLOYEE TO THINK HE IS WORKING 
FOR THE COMPANY, OR EVEN FOR JAPAN. IN OUR BUSINESS, 

WE HAVE GOT TO THINK IN TERMS OF WORKIN FOR THE 
WORLD. THIS IS OT IDEALISTIC FLUFF, IT'S HARD 
COMMON SENSE. IN THIS DAY AND AGE, WE ARE NOT SERVING 
INTERESTS OF OUR OWN COMPANY UNLESS WE ARE WORKING 
FOR THE NTERESTS OF MANKIND." KISSINGER
